Assignment of Intellectual Property 



THIS ASSIGNMENT is made as of March 17, 2006, between George L. Miller

throughout the world in, to, and under the said improvements, the said patents, and the 
said patent applications and all patents that may be granted thereon, and all provisional 
applications relating thereto, and all divisions, continuations, reissues, reexaminations, 
renewals, and extensions thereof, and all rights of priority under International 
Conventions and applications for Letters Patent that may hereafter be filed for said 
improvements or for the said patents or patent applications in any country or countries 
foreign to the United States; and Assignor hereby authorizes and requests the 
Commissioner of Patents of the United States, and any Official of any country foreign 
to the United States, whose duty it is to issue patents on applications as aforesaid, to 
issue all Letters Patent for said improvements and all Letters Patents resulting from the 
patents or patent applications to Assignee, its successors, legal representatives, and 
assigns, in accordance with the terms of this Assignment. 

Assignor hereby acknowledges that it has assigned to Assignee, its successors, 
legal representatives, and hereby assigns all claims for damages and all remedies arising 
out of any violation of the rights assigned hereby that may have accrued prior to the 
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date of assignment to Assignee, or that may accrue hereafter, including, but not limited 
to, the right to sue for, collect, and retain damages for past infringements of the said 
patents before or after issuance; 

Assignor hereby acknowledges that it has covenanted and agreed that it will 
communicate to Assignee, its successors, legal representatives, and assigns any facts 
known to Assignor respecting the patents and patent applications immediately upon 
becoming aware of those facts, and that it will testify in any legal proceeding involving 
any of the patents or patent applications, will sign all lawful papers, execute all 
divisional, continuing, and reissue applications, make all rightful oaths, and will 
generally do everything possible to aid Assignee, its successors, legal representatives, 
and assigns to obtain and enforce the patents in all countries.
